Phase I! includes three buildings designed to house 
laboratory facilities for occupational pragrams at the college. 
The Technology Laboratory provides space and equipment for 
business, nursing, drafting and home economics, and also the 
Leaming Skills Center. The Occupational Laboratory houses 
the automotive, welding, and apprenticeship programs. One 
area is temporarily in use for classes in drawing, painting, 
and basic design. The Forestry Laboratory features inside 
and outside space for plant growth and silviculture experi- 
ments, and storage for plants and animals used in biology, 
botany, and zoology classes.
